to  establish  c.  now  order  based  on  .norality  in  East  «sia,  siiaultanoously  with 
her  consistent  effort  to  coo;pletely  crush  the  onti -Japanese  regboe.  iccently, 
t..ore  has  been  organized  tr.e  Jeneral  iieadeuartors  of  the  2xi>odit ionary  Forces 
in  C.iina,  in  order  to  corx}  v/ith  the  present  situation  and  to  oring  about  the 
cor.xplote  30ti<lo:„ent  of  the  Cainu  incident.  In  view  of  the  mission  imposed 
upon  us,  the  uriv  v/ili  do  its  utmost  to  attain  the  desirod  end  following  the 
consistent  policy  with  tiie  Jai.enoso  ac.tionals  in  China  under  its  conmand. 

For  this  purpose,  we  are  doterioiaed  to  stamp  out  the  I’e.raining  anti-Japanese 
ol&i,)ent3  to  tlie  last.  Ifev -rthloss,  we  will  protect  the  innocent  people: 
we  will  endeavour  to  restore  war  devastation;  wo  will  positively  co-operate 
in  constructing  new  China  hand  in  hand  v/ith  intelligent  sj^npathizers, 
flights  and  interests  of  the  t..ira  countrioc  in  China  shall  be  protoctod  and 
respected  as  ..lucu  as  possible.  Sinccie  ofl’orts  shell  be  mjade  to  settle  un¬ 
fortunate  incidents  that  will  possibly  occur  during  our  nilitaiy  operations, 
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ife  ho|^  tho  third  countries  will  roco^nizo  tho  fact  that  our  Am,,-  is  en¬ 
gaging  in  a  extensive  militery  operations,  and  that  there  are  aaac  inevitable 
roquirenients  as  the  result  thereof.  Further,  wc  hope  they  will  not  only 
understand  that  the  actual  circumstances  during  the  Incident  are  not  nece¬ 
ssarily  binding  on  them  in  the  future,  but  will  co-opernto  and  participate 
in  the  effort  to  attain  our  end.  If  there  are  those  who  dare  to  act  for  the 
benefit  of  the  enemy  or  to  disturb  our  military  operations  durin^  the 
Incident,  the  iu-sny  will  never  hesitate  to  take  decisive  measures  against  them. 
»/o  hope  that,  at  this  tiiiie  v/hen  tho  sentiment  for  peace  and  against  cojimu- 
nis:.i  runs  high  and  the  desire  of  the  people  for  the  construction  of  nerw 

China  pejrvades  throught  the  country,  every  man  in  every  field,  both  native 
and  foreigner,  will  render  hearty  co-operation  to  the  army,  for  tho  pur¬ 
pose  of  realizing  the  lofty  ideal  of  establishinent  of  a  now  order,  in 
iiast  Asia,  fully  recognizing  that  the  purpose  of  the  despatch  of  Imperial 
Arm>  is  solely  for  the  eternal  peace  in  East  itsia  and  that  the  existence 
of  the  Imperial  Arn^y  in  the  Continent  is  based  on  morality.  I  hereby 
proclaim  our  undhakable  policy  and  determination. 
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
